25X1 Zo Prior to 1952 there were several Czech agencies in Warsaw. The representatives 
were either permanent or temporary, depending on the corporations which they 
represented, For example, Chemapol and Kovo had permanent representatives, 
whereas Ligna and the leather industries only sent representatives when the 
occasion demanded it Towards the end of 1950 there was talk of uniting 

‘ these representatives and placing them under Kietrich, then Ozechoslovak Commercial 

Counsellor in Warsaw. This proved impracticable because of accommodation 
difficulties, There was no office building large enough to accommodate the 
various offices dispersed through the city. The Protocol Department of the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs took the matter in hand, but no soutAgE had 
been reached by December 1951.
